Revel speaks to riverboat guests 


On Wednesday, a second 
group of passengers 
onboard the “Queen of the 
Mississippi” stopped by 
Columbus-Belmont State 
Park as part of the ships 
Christening Voyage. These 
guests were treated to a 
special performance once 
they disembarked the Queen 


and made their way to the 
park, as Rick Revel, historian 
and speaker during the annual 
Civil War Days, waited for 
them at the pavilion. 

Decked out in his 1860’s 
Confederate Civil War 
garb, Revel gave a first¬ 
hand account of one of 
his ancestors who fought 


in the Battle of Belmont, 
where he came face-to-face 
with Ulysses S. Grant and 
his troops. He spoke with 
pride as he told about the 
confederates ferrying more 
and more men across the 
river to push Grant’s troops 
back. 

“Grant wanted to be the 
last man on the boat during 
the retreat,” Revel said, “but 
when the last man boarded, 
the boat took off before the 
general could board.” Revel 
said that Grant jumped into 
the river with his horse and 
swam toward the boat. 

“That’s how close we came 
to capturing General Grant,” 
Revel said. 

The Queen of the 
Mississippi is scheduled to 
return to Columbus on Nov. 
7.

School, Extension 
Boards meet in 
special session 

Fiscal Court agrees to buy Ext. 
Office for $43,000

The Hickman County 
School Board met early 
Wednesday morning in 
special session to discuss 
the possibilities of granting a 
lease to the Hickman County 
Cooperative Extension 
board. 

Two weeks ago, Alan 
House, Chairman of the 
Extension Board, approached 
the school board with a 
request to lease the property 
known as the “rec. building” 
for 40 years. At that time, 
the school board passed a 
motion to grant the lease to 
the extension board under the 
condition that the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court would 
be removed completely from 
the lease (The Fiscal Court 
built the building with federal 
and state grant money, and 
maintains a lease on the 
property until midnight on 
Sept. 21, 2027). 


During their special 
session Wednesday morning, 
Jim Brien, attorney for the 
school board, notified board 
members that the Fiscal 
Court will not completely 
remove themselves from 
the lease because of grant 
obligations. According to 
Brien, if the Fiscal Court 
gives up their lease before 
the 50 years have passed, 
the granting agency can 
demand that the Fiscal 
Court return some or all of 
the grant money used in the 
construction of the building. 

On Brien’s recom¬ 
mendation, the School 
Board rescinded the most 
recent motion, and passed a 
new motion that included the 
presence of the Fiscal Court 
on the lease agreement. 
The motion that was passed

Johnson House 
gets new look

My grandmother, Freda Klapp, lived in a house where the 
Young Center now stands. Her best friend was Miss Emma 
Johnson, who lived across from the post office on South 
Washington Street. Almost daily, the two of them would 
sit in the glassed-in front porch of Mam-Maw’s house and 
discuss the people passing by. I loved listening to them 
gossip and solving Clinton’s problems. I was also fascinated 
by her large house across the street. 

Miss Emma’s house has always held an attraction, not only 
for me but also for many who live in and around Clinton. In 
fact, I think most people would agree it is the most notable 
house in town, greeting those who enter from 58 or 51 with 
such classic architecture. 

Built in 1903 by the Katz family, the house is Queen Anne 
in style and resembles the pattern book designs of George 
F. Barber (incorporating wrap-around porch, high decorative 
gables, and steeply pitched roof). When first constructed, the 
house had two front porch entrances. 

Sometime after the 1907 photo was made, the side porch 
was shortened because of a water runoff problem. Scrapings 
suggest the house was originally painted ochre with grey 
used to highlight the woodwork on the gables, to define the 
windows, and to emphasize the architectural detail on porches 
and story breaks. The Singletary family owned the house for 
a few short years before Miss Emma’s father purchased the 
house for $3,000 in 1907. Upon Miss Emma’s death in 1993, 
the house passed to her cousin Ramer B. Jewell, who was 
approached by a buyer interested in tearing down the house

Cole discusses choletorol awareness 


Kristy Cole, Nurse 
Practitioner with Clinton 
Family Care Clinic, brings 
information about the 
importance of cholesterol 
awareness during the month 
of September. “Cholesterol 
is a substance your body 
uses to protect nerves, make 
cell tissues and produce 
certain hormones,” states 
Cole. “Your liver makes all 
the cholesterol your body 
needs, but you also get 
cholesterol directly from 
the food you eat. Most 
cholesterol in your diet can 


be found in animal products 
such as eggs, meats and dairy 
products.vLow-density 
lipoprotein (LDL) is often 
called “bad” cholesterol. 
It delivers cholesterol to 
the body. High-density 
lipoprotein (HDL) is often 
called “good” cholesterol 
as it removes cholesterol 
from the bloodstream. Too 
much LDL cholesterol 
is associated with an 
increased risk of coronary 
heart disease. Because LDL 
deposits cholesterol on 
the artery walls, it causes 


the formation of a hard, 
thick substance called 
cholesterol plaque. Over

time, cholesterol plaque 
causes thickening of the 
artery walls and narrowing 
of the arteries, a process 
called atherosclerosis, 
which can lead to coronary 
heart disease and stroke.” 

Many factors help 
determine whether your 
LDL-cholesterol level is 
high or low. Some of the 
most common are: 

Heredity: Your genes 
influence how fast LDL is 
made and removed from 
the body. 

Diet: Saturated fat raises 
your LDL level more than 
anything else in your diet. 

Weight: Excess weight 
can increase your LDL 
cholesterol level as well as 
your triglycerides 

Physicalactivity/exercise: 
Regular activity can lower 
your LDL while raising 
your HDL 

Age and sex: Menopausal 
women tend to see an 
increase in their total 
cholesterol levels 

Alcohol: Too much 

alcohol can damage your 
liver and lead to higher 
triglyceride levels 

Stress: It is unsure the 
actual relationship between 
stress and cholesterol, 
but several studies have 
shown stress leads to 
higher cholesterol levels. 
It is thought, perhaps, that 
stress increases bad habits, 
which leads to increased 
cholesterol. 

“Total cholesterol 

level should be less than 
200 with LDL below 
100. Determining your 
cholesterol level involves 
a simple blood test known 
as a lipid panel. You should 
check with your doctor 
or nurse practitioner to 
determine if this test is 
appropriate for you,” adds 
Cole. “If you are found to 
have high cholesterol, you 
may need to make certain 
lifestyle changes such as 
exercise, weight loss, and 
smoking cessation. Also, it 
may be necessary to begin 
certaincholesterol-lowering 
medications. These 

treatment options could 
help decrease your risk of 
developing atherosclerosis 
in the future and lead to a 
better quality of life.”

Hoards of birds fly overhead above netting at the Wolf Creek 
National Fish Hatchery south of Jamestown. I’m near the dam 
that holds back Lake Cumberland. Troughs full of baby trout 
swim back and forth waiting for distribution to local streams, 
but if the birds had any say about it, they would never leave 
Jamestown alive. 

On site at the hatchery is a museum and display of several 
Kentucky fish species. One such is a tiny, striped, yellow fish 
about as big as a snack cracker. Its name is the relic darter, and 
the only place in the world it lives is the Bayou de Chien creek 
in the Jackson Purchase. I feel a connection to home even as 
the little tike swims in his glass container looking at me. 

“The Creek of The Dog” is the meaning of the Bayou 
moniker, hearkening to the Indian dogs French explorers saw 
running about as they discovered this part of the state by way 
of flatboat. At that time, a prehistoric canal had been dug and 
ran to the nearby Obion Creek, connecting the two channels. 
Before the great earthquake, both had run all the way south 
to just near present day Reelfoot Lake, emptying into the 
Mississippi River near Ridgely, Tennessee. Today, of course, 
both flow into Stahr Harbor at Hickman. 

Such a creek was the site for many fishing trips I took 
with my granddaddy in the mid 1990s. I still remember late 
summer humidity as we loaded tackle boxes and fishing poles 
into an old red Chevy clO Silverado. 

Or what was left of it. He bought it 
brand new, no rust. He now owned 
it brand old, all rust. The muffler 
was gone and sounded like dual 
exhaust, unintended. An old fire 
chief light sat behind the cab on 
a post he fabricated himself. But 
a stout truck that could put a boat 
on the road (and in the water). And 
that’s all we needed. 

Our fishing vessel had seen better 
days, too. Green paint flaked from 1 
the sides, years worth of tax stickers 
adorning the bow. A cut out Clorox 
bottle for a dip bucket in case we 
took on water. Trolley motor up 
front for propulsion. Two oars. Not the flashiest boat, but 
enough to sail a creek and back. 

We entered the water at the Port of Hickman behind the 
seawall. One has to wonder why it was not called the river 
wall instead. Perhaps a fear of the Gulf of Mexico one day 
backwashing all the way up to Kentucky. But a fixture in 
Hickman since the 1930s. Fishing boats a plenty always lined 
the ramps at the harbor, and after getting in the water we 
settled in for a morning of fishing, little motor purring at a 
brisk pace of three miles an hour. 

From the harbor and upstream to the creek, I would always 
see the gar swimming near the surface. Alligator-like mouths, 
uneatable varmints that were more a nuisance than anything 
else. We would be on the search for the best tasting fish, the 
crappie. Armed with the latest in fishing technology? Well, 
not exactly. Two cane poles baited with red and white jigs. 
And Little Debbie cakes. That’s it. No depth finders, no live 
bait, and no waiting for a catch. This guy would dip the plastic 
minnow into the water and bob it around a stump for about 
five seconds before pulling a fish up in the air. Into the cooler 
it went. This sort of show would continue until we had 30 
or more in stow, a true catch of the day. But regardless of 
whether or not we caught any fish at all, it was the moment 
that became the keepsake. The view of the bluffs from the 
water. The sound of locusts in the trees. The bad jokes told 
while we floated up river. The bonding of two fisherman, one 
now departed to heavenly waters. If you have a chance to get 
a line in as summer draws to a close, take full advantage of 
it. The fish won’t be the only thing you catch. You might just 
land a memory or two as well.

Aflatoxin and nitrate levels are generally ok, but vary widely

The drought of 2012 has 
resulted in not only low grain 
yields, but also elevated 
levels of nitrates in com 
silage and stalks as well as 
higher levels of aflatoxin in 
the grain itself. The problem 
with these toxins is that there 
doesn’t seem to be any rhyme 
or reason for the results we’re 
seeing. Nitrate and aflatoxin 
levels are varying widely 
within the same field and 
from field to field. 

Over the last month and a 
half, I’ve submitted several 
samples of silage, com 
stalks and various other 
plants from Graves and 
Hickman Counties to the UK 
Veterinary Diagnostic Lab 
for nitrate determination. 
Those samples have ranged 
from a low of 200 parts per 
million (ppm) nitrate to a 


high of 6140 ppm, and the 
crazy part is, both of those 
samples came from the same 
farm. The average for all 
of the samples is 2340 ppm 
nitrate. 

Nitrates in forages fed to 
cattle can cause poor weight 
gain, pregnancy problems 
and even death. Forages 
with levels approaching 
5000 ppm should be fed with 
caution to young cattle and 
pregnant females. Forages 
with nitrate levels between 
5000 and 10,000 ppm should 
be diluted with another feed 
and introduced slowly so the 
animals can adjust to the feed. 
Forages containing more than 
10,000 ppm nitrate should 
not be fed to cattle because 
it can kill them. Nitrate 
tolerance in other species 
varies and producers should

consult their veterinarian to 
determine when to utilize a 
forage or not. 

Aflatoxin levels in early 
harvested corn were quite 
low, although a few loads 
tested above acceptable limit 
of 20 parts per billion (ppb). 
Local grain elevators have 
seen an increase during the 
last week in loads testing 
“hot” for aflatoxin. However, 
they also say that there 
is a dramatic difference 
from field to field and even 
within fields. Generally, 
when a farmer brings in the 
first couple of loads from a 
farm, the elevators test each 
of those loads. If aflatoxin 
levels are low, they may not 
test the remaining loads from 
that farm, but if they’re high, 
they will continue to test 
each load. 


Producers that have corn 
with aflatoxin levels above 
20 ppb can still sell their corn 
for a reduced price. Corn 
that contains aflatoxin levels 
above 150 ppb may not be 
accepted by grain elevators, 
but there have been very few 
reports of levels this high 
in western Kentucky so far. 
Crop insurance will usually 
make up the difference in 
the price received by the 
farmer if the grain is handled 
according to the insurance 
company policy. Producers 
should work closely with 
their crop insurance provider 
to ensure proper protocols 
are followed. For more

Wednesday included leasing 
the building to the Extension 
Board for 40 years, while the 
Fiscal Court stays on for the 
first 15 years as a sub lessee. 

The Hickman County 
Cooperative Extension 
Board met in special session 
at 7:30 on Friday morning. 
Melissa Goodman passed 
out copies of the lease Mr. 
Brien had drafted to the 
board members. The primary 
order of business for the 
meeting was to discuss the 
latest offer from the Fiscal 
Court for their building. 
Originally, the fiscal court 
had offered $50,000 for the 
current Extension office. 
Shortly after the offer was 
made, the rec. building at the 
school entered into the mix. 
The 15 years the Fiscal Court 
still has on the lease holds 


some value; therefore, the 
Fiscal Court never intended 
to add those 15 years to the 
$50,000 offer. Last week, 
the Extension Board gave 
Hickman County Judge/ 
Executive Greg Pruitt a 
letter, accepting the $50,000 
offer if their remaining 
time on the lease of the rec. 
building is added to the deal. 
Wednesday, Judge Pruitt 
offered the Extension Board 
$40,000 plus the 15 years of 
lease on the rec. building. 

During the Extension 
Board’s meeting on Friday, 
members discussed the offer 
from Judge Pruitt. While 
one member mentioned that 
squabbling over difference 
of only $10,000 away from 
the original offer would be a 
waste of time; some members 
felt like they could get more. 


After extensive discussion, 
a motion was made by Paul 
Stahr, seconded by Debbie 
Workman, and unanimously 
approved to ask for $45,000 
for their current office. 

Once the offer had been 
discussed, the topic shifted 
to the lease agreement 
which had been drafted by 
Mr. Brien. One particular 
section had Extension Board 
members scratching their 
heads. At the School Board 
meeting on Wednesday, it had 
been agreed that even though 
the Fiscal Court would 
remain on the lease, any 
disputes that arose would be 
addressed and dealt with by 
the School Board. However, 
one particular section of the 
lease indicates that the Fiscal 
Court will have the final say, 
should any dispute arise. 

The Extension Board 
passed a motion to “move 
forward with plans to 
renovate the rec. building, 
using the preliminary plans 
drawn up by the architect.” 
Within the next few weeks, 
renovation should begin on 
the building. 

After the meeting was 
adjourned, Board Chairman 
Alan House spoke with Judge 
Pruitt. After discussion, 
Pruitt raised the offer to 
$43,000 and the remainder of 
the lease on the rec. building; 
House accepted. 

Construction should begin 
soon on the rec. building and 
the current Extension Office. 
The Extension Board would 
like for the building to be at 
least ready to move into in 
November, even if there is 
still some work being done.
